A 23-year-old man was 
stabbed to death in the com¬ 
munity of Alberta Avenue on 
Monday night. 

Following an autopsy on 
Tuesday afternoon, police 
have labelled the death of 
Aden Ahmed a homicide. 

Police arrived at a house 
on 94th Street and 113th 
Avenue, which accommo¬ 
dates several suites, around 
8:35 p.m. Monday night and 
discovered Ahmed suffering 
from stab wounds. 

He was transported to 
hospital, where he died. 

Police say the stab wounds 
were allegedly the result of a 
fight between several males. 

Residents awoke to see 


yellow crime scene tape and 
the Edmonton Police Servi¬ 
ces forensics unit in Alberta 
Avenue on Tuesday. 

Forensics officers, who 
were wearing protective 
white suits, came in and out 
of the house and several or¬ 
ange pylons lay on the snowy 
steps leading up to the home 
on Tuesday morning. 

A neighbour, who has 
lived near the home for six 
years, said that young people 
were constantly coming and 
going from the dwelling. 

“That little house was, as 
I term it, a little suspicious,” 
said the neighbour, who did 
not want to be identified. 

The neighbour said while 
waking up to see police cruis¬ 
ers and crime scene tape 
blowing in the winter wind 
was scary, she considered the 
incident isolated. 

“This is a really nice 
neighbourhood ... everyone 
is trying really hard to im¬ 
prove the neighbourhood,” 
she said.

Pair hurt in 
stabbing 
at LRT station 

An 18-year-old man is 
facing charges after two 
men were stabbed at 
the Stadium LRT Station 
early Tuesday. 

Both victims were 
transported to hospital 
with serious but non-life- 
threatening stab wounds, 
said Scott Pattison, 
spokesperson with the 
Edmonton Police Service. 

A 44-year-old man was 
attacked and robbed of 
his jacket and backpack, 
and a 28-year-old man, 
who attempted to inter¬ 
vene and provide assist¬ 
ance to the first victim, 
was also stabbed. 

A suspect and two wit¬ 
nesses were located near 
the Stadium LRT Station 
and Jonathon Jacobs, 18, 
was arrested. 

He faces multiple 
charges including two 
counts of aggravated 
assault and two counts of 
possession of an offen¬ 
sive weapon.

large events before, Sheila 
O’Kelly with the Edmon¬ 
ton Triathlon Academy said 
there is faith Edmonton can 
handle this race. 

“It is such a huge event. 


If they go to a local organiz¬ 
ing committee that doesn’t 
have the experience, it 
can be a huge disaster,” she 
said. 

Hosting the event would 
likely cost the city around 
$2 million, but O’Kelly said 
the city would receive inter¬ 
national television cover¬ 
age and a huge number of 
visitors. 

“You have potentially 
5,000-plus athletes coming 
to the city,” she said. 

City council’s com¬ 
munity-service committee 
pledged $100,000 Monday 
to explore options to im¬ 
prove Hawrelak Park Lake, 
which would be needed for 
the race. 

The lake is leaking and 
has a significant amount 


of sediment on the bottom, 
and the water quality is not 
ideal for swimming. 

Rob Smyth, branch man¬ 
ager of the city’s commun¬ 
ity-facility services depart¬ 
ment, said it is too early to 
know what it will cost to 
solve those problems. 

“We have done no work 
on this at all. This oppor¬ 
tunity really just presented 
itself a few weeks ago,” he 
said. 

Improving the lake is 
part of the city’s long-term 
plan and Coun. Don Iveson 
said it only makes sense to 
do it while this race is on 
the table. 

“We are going to have to 
do this work anyway. I don’t 
think we want to pass up 
this opportunity.”

Trudeau penned an op-ed 
piece this week saying a pro¬ 
posed takeover of Nexen by 
a Chinese state oil firm was 
good for Canada. He rejected 
the suggestion the move was 
a political play. 

“This is something that is 
about strengthening the Can¬ 
adian economy for right now 
and for the future.” 

Alberta has been without a 
Liberal MP since 2006. 

Edward Foy, one of the 
many who came to the rally, 
said as leader Trudeau could 
potentially change that.

Murder charges laid in 
stabbing of 22-year-old 


Two 19-year-old men have 
been charged with second de¬ 
gree murder in relation to the 
death of Michael Motiuk in 
August. 

On Tuesday afternoon 
police said that Chris Muise 
and Conrad Hall, both 19, 
have both been charged with 
second-degree murder and 
possession of a weapon. 

Motiuk, 22, was stabbed to 


death on Aug. 6, 2012. 

When police arrived at a 
home on Mill Woods Road East 
in the early morning of Aug. 6, 
they found Motiuk suffering 
from stab wounds. 

At the time, witnesses de¬ 
scribed the incident as an al¬ 
leged altercation at a house 
party in a townhouse. 

In August, Module’s father 
told Metro his son was a “good- 


natured, quiet boy,” and he 
hoped the men responsible 
for his death would be “perse¬ 
cuted.” 

“Let them be reminded 
every day the fatal actions 
they’ve taken,” Terry Motiuk 
said in August, adding he was 
devastated by the loss. 

“It’s unnatural for a father 
to have to bury his son.”

Taliban attack 

A soldier wounded during a 
fatal training accident in Af¬ 
ghanistan says he thought 
his platoon was under at¬ 
tack by the Taliban. Master 
Cpl. William Pylypow told 
a Calgary court martial he 
was in a direct line behind 
an anti-personnel device 
when it went off in 2010. 
“We always presume it’s 
Taliban, so I thought they 
got to us,” he said Tuesday. 
Cpl. Josh Baker died in the 
explosion. The prosecution 
alleges their commander, 
Maj. Darryl Watts, allowed 
his men to practise without 
proper training.

‘Homing beacon.’ 

Development means 
chemotherapy would 
have less side effects

New work from University of 
Alberta medical researchers 
could allow for cancer cells to 
be more specifically targeted 
during chemotherapy. 

A team led by John Lewis, 
the Sojonky chair in Prostate 
Cancer Research with the U 
of A’s Faculty of Medicine & 
Dentistry, and PhD student 
Choi Fong Cho, have auth¬ 
ored a report about a new 
platform to generate nano¬ 
particles to seek out and de¬ 
stroy only cancer cells. 


“Chemotherapy ... is in¬ 
discriminate,” said Lewis. “So 
it kills any cell that’s dividing 
in the body, and cancer cells 
are dividing but so are hair 
cells and immune cells — and 
that’s what causes the major¬ 
ity of side effects. 

“So this platform will al¬ 
low us then to take chemo¬ 
therapies and avoid those 
healthy tissues that we need, 
and specifically kill the can¬ 
cer cells.” 

Most of the lab testing, in¬ 
volving animal models, has 
been for prostate cancer but 
Lewis noted that the drugs 
look for a protein only in can¬ 
cer cells, acting like a “hom¬ 
ing beacon” for many differ¬ 
ent kinds of cancer. 

After six years of work, he 
is hopeful for further testing 
soon. 

“The next step is to file

Amnesty International 
workers walk out again 


Amnesty International work¬ 
ers in London walked off the 
job on Tuesday for the second 
strike in as many months in an 
embarrassing setback for an 
organization that campaigns 
for the rights of workers and is 
considered one of the world’s 
pre-eminent human rights ad¬ 
vocates. 

The walkouts are a pub¬ 
lic airing of staff complaints 
that have been building for 
years, with tensions rising dra¬ 
matically in recent weeks as 
Amnesty’s international oper¬ 


ations prepare to re-organize. 

The changes include 
transferring some of its 500 
jobs from a centralized Lon¬ 
don base to 10 regional hubs 
around the world — part of 
an effort to be closer to the 
hotspots where human rights 
violations occur. The organ¬ 
ization says it’s not really sure 
how many jobs will go, and 
that uncertainty has caused 
frustration and anger among 
its employees. Amnesty’s 
British workers, meanwhile, 
reject the notion of handing 
over more money to inter¬ 
national operations — as their 
jobs might be at risk. 

Amnesty’s creation goes 
back to 1961, when a British 
lawyer learned that two stu¬ 
dents in Portugal had been

imprisoned for seven years 
for drinking a toast to liberty 
despite being under a dic¬ 
tatorship. Peter Benenson’s 
response was simple, and be¬ 
came radical: He wrote an arti¬ 
cle in Britain’s Observer news¬ 
paper based on the premise 
that prisoners of conscience 
might be released by writing 
letters to governments. 

That appeal spawned a 


movement, marking the be¬ 
ginning of Amnesty Inter¬ 
national, which from that 
humble start grew to a world¬ 
wide movement of 2.1 mil¬ 
lion members, its symbol of 
the candle circled by looping 
barbed wire becoming an icon 
to the oppressed. 

But the group’s current 
crisis is raising questions about 
its ability to remain a lead¬ 
ing human rights advocate in 
a world no longer defined by 
Cold War era divisions.

The 11-member Board of 
Supervisors voted 6-5 Tues¬ 
day on an ordinance that 
prohibits exposed genitals in 
most public places, including 
streets, sidewalks and public 
transit. A first offence carries 
a maximum penalty of a $100 


US fine, but prosecutors have 
the authority to charge a third 
violation as a misdemeanour 
punishable by up to a $500 US 
fine and a year in jail. 

Supervisor Scott Wiener 
introduced the measure in 
response to escalating com¬ 
plaints about a group of nude 
men in the mostly gay Castro 
District, the associated press

Dope-selling coffee 
shops remain open 
to foreigners 


Amsterdam. Justice

Dope-selling coffee shops in 
Amsterdam won’t be shut¬ 
ting their doors to foreign 
visitors any time soon, a 
huge relief to the hundreds 
of thousands of tourists 
who enjoy a toke or two in 
the Dutch capital alongside 
their excursions on the can¬ 
als and to the museums. 

Amsterdam welcomed 
Tuesday changes in the na¬ 
tional government’s drug 
policies as a green light to 
let tourists keep rolling in to 
the city’s 220 world-famous 
cafes that sell cannabis, ma¬ 
rijuana and pre-rolled joints 
alongside cups of coffee. 


On Monday night, Justice 
Minister Ivo Opstelten sent 
a letter to Parliament an¬ 
nouncing he was scrapping 
a nationwide rollout of the 
so-called “weed pass” that 
was designed to keep non- 
Dutch residents out of those 
coffee shops. 

Beginning earlier this 
year in the south of the 
country, locals had to apply 
for a pass to get into such 
shops, but non-Dutch resi¬ 
dents were barred in an ef¬ 
fort to crack down on crime 
and traffic problems caused 
by people travelling from 
neighbouring countries like 
Germany and Belgium to 
buy produce they could not 
legally get their hands on 
back home. 

Opstelten says he still 
wants only Dutch residents 
allowed into coffee shops 
but is leaving it up to local 
authorities to enforce the 
ban.

Mumbai were “due to fear, 
not due to respect.” A friend 
of hers hit the “like” button. 

For that, both women 
were arrested Sunday on 
charges of creating enmity 
and hatred and were released 
on bail. 

Analysts and the media 
are slamming the Maharash¬ 
tra state government for 
what they said was a flagrant 
misuse of the law and an at¬ 
tempt to curb freedom of ex¬ 
pression. 


The women withdrew the 
comment and apologized, 
but angiy supporters of Bal 
Thackeray — a powerful Hin¬ 
du fundamentalist politician 
who died Saturday— stormed 
an orthopedic clinic run by 
the uncle of one woman, de¬ 
stroying its operating rooms 
and much of its equipment. 
Nurses and patients fled but 
no one was hurt. 

Shaheen Dhada, the 
21-year-old who posted the 
comment appeared on tele¬ 


vision Tuesday, her face cov¬ 
ered by a scarf so that only 
her eyes were visible. 

Clearly terrified, Dhada 
told NDTV television she 
would never again make com¬ 
ments on a social networking 
site. Both women said they 
have deactivated their Face- 
book accounts. 

Analysts say it was as sense 
of fear that kept millions of 
people off the streets of the 
bustling city on Sunday.

Church of England. Move 
narrowly blocked to 
approve female bishops 


The Church of England’s 
governing body on Tuesday 
narrowly blocked a move to 
permit women to serve as 
bishops, leaving the church 
facing more years of conten¬ 
tious debate. 

Following a daylong de¬ 
bate, opponents mustered 
enough support to deny the 
necessary two-thirds major¬ 
ity among lay members of the 
General Synod, with backers 
falling six votes short of pas¬ 
sage. 

The defeat was a setback 
for Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Rowan Williams, who retires 


at the end of December, and 
his successor, Bishop Justin 
Welby. Both had strongly 
endorsed a proposed com¬ 
promise that they had hoped 
would end decades of debate 
on the issue in the church 
which has around 80 million 
members worldwide. 

Passage of legislation to 
allow women to serve as 
bishops must be approved by 
two-thirds majorities in the 
synod’s three houses: bish¬ 
ops, priests and laity. 

The vote was 132 in favour 
and 74 against.

Canucks favour 
relaxed pot laws 



Saskatchewan is offering new li¬ 
quor laws that peel back a long- 
held prohibition against bars 
serving booze at stripteases, but 
the rules stop short of taking it 
all off. 

The province announced 
more than 70 new liquor regu¬ 
lations Tuesday, including the 
move to allow alcohol to be 
served at striptease perform¬ 
ances and wet clothing contests. 
But it won’t allow lull-frontal 
nudity and the sale of liquor to 
be mixed. 

“Prohibition against lull 
nudity is still going to be en¬ 
forced in Saskatchewan, but 
we will allow some stripping, 


exotic dancing-type without full 
nudity in the province,” said 
Donna Harpauer, minister re¬ 
sponsible for the Saskatchewan 
Liquor and Gaming Authority. 

Saskatchewan is the only 
province that doesn’t allow 
stripping and alcohol sales. 

Harpauer said the new rule 
brings Saskatchewan in line 
with New Brunswick, where 
genitals must be covered for 
men and women and women 
must have some coverage of 
their breasts. Decorative nipple 
coverings, commonly known as 
pasties, are allowed under Sas¬ 
katchewan’s new rules.

Puff popularity. New 

poll suggests that only 
a very small minority 
want tougher rules 


A new poll shows a clear major¬ 
ity of Canadians support loos¬ 
ening the country’s marijuana 
laws, a stance that seems to be 
starkly out of sync with the fed¬ 
eral government’s current pot 
policy. 

According to the poll, re¬ 
leased Tuesday by Toronto’s 
Forum Research, 65 per cent 
of Canadians favour either the 
legalization and taxation of the 
drug or decriminalizing it in 
small amounts. 

“Very few want the law to be 
as it is,” said Forum president 
Lome Bozinoff, pointing out 
that 17 per cent believe Can¬ 
ada’s current pot laws should 
remain, while 15 per cent want 
tougher mles. 

“Public opinion has been 


ahead of government on this 
issue for a while.” 

Under the Conservatives, 
Ottawa has veered toward 
harsher penalties for mari¬ 
juana, increasing potential 
prison time and imposing 
mandatory jail sentences for 
growing six or more weed 
plants. 


These strategies have drawn 
criticism from scientists and 
organizations such as the Bra¬ 
zil-based Global Commission 
on Dmg Policy, which in March 
called them “destructive, ex¬ 
pensive and ineffective.” 

Recent developments in 
the U.S., where marijuana 
was legalized in Colorado and 


Washington State in election- 
day plebiscites, have brought 
attention to the issue in Can¬ 
ada. 

“I think (the Conservatives) 
have a morally based belief 
model, which is not based 
on evidence,” said Richard 
Mathias, a professor of public 
health at the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia. “It is paternal¬ 
ism in the extreme.” 

Last week, Liberal leader¬ 
ship candidate Justin Tmdeau 
came out in favour of decrim¬ 
inalization, while leaving the 
door open to legalization, 
should he ever come to power. 

Tom Stamatakis, president 
of the Canadian Police Associa¬ 
tion, said the public is too hasty 
to favour relaxing weed laws. 

“We don’t have the tools 
and the training available to 
us now to ensure that people 
aren’t driving cars, for ex¬ 
ample, or operating machin- 
eiy, while they’re impaired by 
marijuana,” he said.

Bribery charges 
laid against key 
players in U.K. 
media scandal 

Two former confidants of Brit¬ 
ain’s prime minister have been 
charged with conspiring to pay 
public officials in exchange 
for stories and information 
— the latest development in 
the country’s establishment¬ 
shaking scandal over media 
malfeasance. 

Britain’s Crown Prosecution 
Services said former tabloid 
editors Andy Coulson and 
Rebelcah Brooks were among 
five people being charged with 
conspiracy to commit miscon¬ 
duct in public office. Prosecu¬ 
tors said Brooks, a neighbour, 
close friend, and political ally 
of Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron, conspired with journalist 
John Kay to funnel as much as 
$160,000 to a Ministry of De¬ 
fence employee in return for 
a stream of stories that were 
published in Rupert Murdoch’s 
The Sun newspaper. 

The prosecutors alleged 
Coulson, who until last year 
served as Cameron’s top press 
aide, conspired with journalist 
Clive Goodman to pay officials 
for access to a royal phone 
directory known as the Green 
Book.

Rogue UBS trader 
gets 7-year sentence

A rogue trader who lost $2.2 
billion US in bad deals at Swiss 
bank UBS was sentenced to sev¬ 
en years in prison Tuesday after 
being convicted in what pros¬ 
ecutors called the biggest fraud 
case in U.K. banking history. 

Ghanaian-born Kweku Ado- 
boli, 32, exceeded his trading 
limits and failed to cover his 
losses, allegedly faking records 
to hide his tracks at the bank’s 
London office. At one point, 
Adoboli risked running losses 
of up to $12 billion US. 

“There is a strong streak 
of the gambler in you,” Judge 
Brian Keith told Adoboli. “You 
were arrogant to think the 
bank’s rules for traders did not 
apply to you.” 

Adoboli wiped away tears 
as Keith handed down his sen¬ 
tence. 

A conviction for fraud car¬ 
ries a maximum jail term of 
10 years. The 10-person juiy 



at Southwark Crown Court in 
London found Adoboli guilty of 
two counts of fraud and inno¬ 
cent of four other false account¬ 
ing charges. 

Adoboli ran into trouble 
dealing in exchange-traded 
funds, complex financial prod¬ 
ucts that track stocks, bonds 
and commodities. Adoboli 
admitted the losses, but said 


he was pressured by staff to 
take risks. He also testified last 
month that he had been try¬ 
ing to help UBS survive after 
it amassed losses of $52 billion 
during the 2007-2008 global fi¬ 
nancial crisis. 

“There were times we 
thought there was no way the 
organization would survive,” 
said Adoboli, who joined UBS 
as a trainee in 2003 and rose 
quickly to become a senior 
trader. “I grew up with UBS. I 
felt veiy loyal to UBS.” 

Det. Chief Insp. Perry 
Stokes of City of London Police, 
who led the investigation of 
Adoboli, had a different view, 
believing the trader’s motive 
was “to increase his bonus, his 
status, his job prospects and 
his ego.” 

“Adoboli was a sophisti¬ 
cated fraudster,” Stokes said. 
“He was one of the most ac¬ 
complished fraudsters that I’ve 
seen in my time investigating 
serious fraud.” 

After questions were raised 
about his trading, Adoboli 
walked off the job and sent 
an email to colleagues saying 
what he had done.

Hewlett-Packard Co. said on 
Tuesday that it’s the victim 
of a $5-billion-US-plus fraud, 
claiming a British company it 
bought last year lied about its 
finances. 

HP CEO Meg Whitman 
said executives at Autonomy 
Corporation PLC “wilfully” 
boosted the company’s figures 
through various accounting 
tricks, which convinced HP 
to pay $9.7 billion US for the 
company in October 2011. 

Autonomy’s former CEO 
said HP’s allegations are false. 
HP is now taking an $8.8 
billion US charge to align the 
accounting value of Autonomy 
with its real value. More than 
$5 billion US of that writedown 
is due to false accounting, 

HP said. The revelation is 
another blow for HP, which 
is struggling to reinvent itself 
as PC and printer sales shrink. 
Its shares hit a 10-year low in 
morning trading. 

Among other things, Au¬ 
tonomy makes search engines 
that help companies find vital 
information stored across 
computer networks.

Hockeyvilleis 
latest casualty 
of NHL lockout 

Kraft Canada cancelled its 
popular Hockeyville program 
Tuesday, a victim of the 
protracted National Hockey 
League lockout that is seeing 
sponsors as well as fans grow 
weaiy. 

Kraft said it would give 
$1 million to Hockey Canada 
affiliated minor hockey asso¬ 
ciations instead of the annual 
competition that rewards 
Canadian communities for 
their involvement in their 
local arenas. 

Ken Wong, a marketing 
professor at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity, said the decision was the 
latest sign that the NHL and 
its brand are in trouble. 

“What I’m hearing in both 
the media and the person on 
the street is a growing resent¬ 
ment about (the lockout). 

It is OK if fans are resent¬ 
ful in a sense because that 
means they are emotionally 
attached, but now it is getting 
to the point of who cares,” 
Wong said. 

“And when it gets to who 
cares, that’s when a brand 
has big trouble because it 
says now you’ve lost your 
relevance.” 

The Kraft cancellation of 
the program promoted by 
CBC and Hockey Night in 
Canada follows comments by 
Molson Coors chief executive 
Peter Swinbum, who said ear¬ 
lier this month that once the 
lockout ends the brewer — a 
league sponsor — will seek 
financial compensation from 
the NHL.

Ocean’s raw power inspires, 
creates cinematic awe in Pi 




New release. Life of Pi 
joins a long list of films 
who have used the 
beauty and the beast 
of the blue as a wild 
backdrop 



Joseph Conrad wrote of the 
ocean’s awesome power: “The 
sea has never been friendly to 
man.” 

Less eloquent is this quote 
from Beauty Queens by Lib- 
ba Bray: “You can’t believe 
how bleeding scary the sea 
is! There’s, like, whales and 
storms and s—t!” 

Not to mention killer 
whales, giant waves and even 
H-bomb mutated giant octo¬ 
puses! 

The ocean and its power 
has been challenging cine¬ 
matic sailors for decades. 

From the early screen 
adaptations of Moby Dick 
to the crazy sea monsters of 
1950s B-movies to this week¬ 
end’s The Life of Pi, based on 
the megahit novel by Yann 


Martel, the ocean has provid¬ 
ed a wet and wild backdrop 
for Hollywood. 

Pi’s story of a boy set adrift 
on the ocean in a lifeboat with 
only a tiger for a companion 
is a coming-of-age story that 
uses the sea as a metaphor. 
Most films are more literal. 

The giant wave that cap¬ 
sizes the ship in The Poseidon 
Adventure was no metaphor, 
it was a terrifying display of 
the ocean’s power, even if it 
was filmed using a 21 foot 6 


inch long miniature ship in a 
300 by 350 foot water tank on 
a Hollywood stage. 

Filmmakers have often 
looked to sea creatures for 
inspiration. Everything from 
LOTR: Fellowship of the Ring 
to Sharlctopus features fan¬ 
tasy monsters unleashed by 
the deep. One of the best- 
known B-movies of the 1950s 
is It Came From Beneath the 
Sea, the story of a giant octo¬ 
pus awakened by the radia¬ 
tion from H-bomb tests. 



The film was so low 
budget, special effects wiz¬ 
ard Ray Harryhausen cut cor¬ 
ners by building his octopus 
model with six rather than 
the usual eight tentacles. To 
cover his cheat, he posed the 
creature so viewers couldn’t 
count the arms. 

Finally, Orca, the best 
known of the killer whale 
movies, shows a much more 
real threat. 

Or does it? 

The joke is that killer

whales aren’t all that danger¬ 
ous — to humans anyway. 

“There has never been a 
substantiated case of an orca 
killing a man,” wrote Outside 
magazine’s Tim Cahill, “de¬ 
spite the 1977 movie Orca, 
in which a killer whale seeks 
revenge on Richard Harris 
by eating all his co-stars. The 
movie was so silly, unscien¬ 
tific and unbelievable that 
one critic suggested Harris 
fight a duel to the death with 
his agent for getting him the 
role.”

Nicki Minaj Re-Upping with another release

Nicki Minaj, the rapper who 
has had much success on the 
pop charts with songs like 
Starships and Super Bass, says 
the re-release of her sopho¬ 
more album will be nostalgic 
for her early fans. 

“The feel of the re-release 
is kind of like my first sound, 
like the mixtapes,” she said of 
Pink Friday: Roman Reloaded 
— The Re-Up, out Tuesday. 

The re-release comes sev¬ 
en months after Pink Friday: 
Roman Reloaded debuted at 
No. 1 on the Billboard charts. 
That album features pop, 
dance, R&B, reggae and rap 
sounds. It’s a far stretch from 
when Minaj kicked off her ca¬ 
reer as a sexed-up street rap¬ 
per, signed by Lil Wayne in 


2009 after she released three 
buzzed-about mixtapes. Her 
official debut, Pink Friday, 
is near double platinum and 
was nominated for a Grammy 
Award. 

But the 29-year-old says 
she’s “back to basics” on her 
eight-track Re-Up, which fea¬ 
tures Lil Wayne, Tyga and 
some of Minaj’s proteges.

Mexico City is like a map 
of the human brain: a sim¬ 
mering, complex, ever- 
changing storehouse of his- 
toiy, art, fashion and food. 
At 923 square kilometres and 
20 million people, you could 
spend weeks just getting ac¬ 
quainted, but with cheaper 
fares now available, it’s pos¬ 
sible to enjoy this fascinating 
city in shorter increments. 

Saturday 

A good place to start is the 
Museum of Anthropology, 
where you’ll get a sense of 
the country’s ancient culture 
and mythology. With jet- 
lag working in your favour, 
head over early to beat the 
crowds, and then wander 
among edifices of ancient 
temples, handmade gold and 
turquoise jewelry and the ori¬ 
ginal Stone of the Sun, a.k.a. 


the Aztec Calendar. 

After learning what’s come 
before, it’s time to plunge into 
modem Mexico. Head to the 
Zocalo, the bustling plaza in 
the heart of historic downtown, 
and stop into the National Pal¬ 
ace to see Diego Rivera’s mstic 
yet bitingly political murals. 
Spend a quiet moment in the 
Metropolitan Cathedral before 
lunch at a rooftop restaurant 
overlooking the square — and 
the excavation of an ancient 
temple found during a dig to 
lay the electrical system.

Continue south to the 


Plaza del Coyocan to cool 
your tongue with a paleta 
(cream- or fruit-based pop- 
sicle) or to re-energize with 
a cappuccino. Just off the 
plaza is the Mercado Arti- 
sinal, where you can shop 
for local crafts and fresh¬ 
ly-blended mole powder 
(which, unlike the fresh 
paste, can be smuggled 
home in your carry-on).

1. Heat the oven to 350 F. 
Lightly coat a 9-inch spring- 
form pan with baking spray. 

2 . In a food processor, combine 
the pecans, cake flour and 1/4 
cup of the sugar. Process until 
finely ground. Transfer to a 
large bowl and set aside. 

3 . In bowl, use an electric 
mixer to beat together the egg 
yolks and another 1/4 cup sugar 
until thick and pale. Set aside. 

4 . In another clean bowl with a 
clean whisk, beat together the 
egg whites, salt and the remain¬ 
ing 1/4 cup sugar until thick 


Ingredients 


For the pecan sponge cake: 

• 5 oz (l 1/4 cups) pecans, 
toasted and cooled, plus a few 
more for garnish 

• 1/2 cup sifted cake flour 

• 3/4 cup sugar, divided 

• 4 eggs, separated 

• Pinch of salt 

For the lemon mousse: 

• 1 tbsp cornstarch 

• 2/3 cup sugar 

• 4 eggs 

• 2/3 cup lemon juice 

• Zest of 2 lemons 

• 2 1/2 cups heavy cream 


and glossy stiff peaks form. 

5 . Gently fold the egg yolks and 
half of the egg whites into the 
pecan flour. Fold the remain¬ 
ing egg whites into the mixture 
until thoroughly but gently 
combined. Spoon the mixture 
into the prepared pan and bake 
for 30 to 40 minutes, or until a 
toothpick inserted at the centre 
comes out clean. Set aside, in 
the pan, to cool completely. 

6. While the cake is baking, 


begin the mousse. In a medium 
saucepan, whisk together the 
cornstarch and sugar, then 
add the eggs and whisk until 
smooth. Add the lemon juice 
and zest, then set over medium 
heat. Whisking constantly, 
bring the mixture to a boil; 
cook until it thickens. If there 
are any lumps, strain the mix¬ 
ture. Transfer to a large bowl 
and set aside to cool. 

7 . Once cake and mousse base 
are cool, in bowl, use an electric 


mixer to whip heavy cream to 
medium peaks. Fold half cream 
into the mousse base. When 
thoroughly combined, fold in 
the remaining whipped cream. 
Spoon mixture onto the cake. 
Garnish with toasted pecans 
and refrigerate at least 2 hours. 

8 . When ready to serve, run a 
paring knife around the edge 
of the pan and loosen the sides. 
Remove the sides of the spring- 
form pan and serve.

1. Heat the oven to 350 F. 

2 . Arrange the mushrooms 
on a rimmed baking sheet, gill 
sides up. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, then roast for 15 min¬ 
utes. 

3 . Meanwhile, in a large skil¬ 
let over medium-high heat, 
melt the butter. Add file onion 
and leek and saute until ten¬ 
der, about 7 to 8 minutes. Add 
the carrot, celeiy, thyme and 
rosemaiy and cook until ten¬ 
der, about another 5 minutes. 
Remove the pan from the heat 
and gently fold in the corn- 
bread. 

4 . When the mushrooms are 
done, pour any liquid that has 
collected on the rimmed bak¬ 
ing sheet into the combread 
mixture. If the mixture is dry, 


sprinkle in a bit of vegetable 
broth. Gently mix. Spoon the 
mixture into the mushroom 
caps and return to the oven. 
Bake for 20 minutes, or until 
lightly browned on top.

Interviews can be a nerve- 
wracking event. I think most 
people can agree with that 
statement. 

But they’re especially stress¬ 
ful when it’s your first time 
interviewing for a position in 
that industry. That is exactly 
how I felt this summer when I 
had an interview to work with 
the vice-president of marketing 
and communications at a board 
of trade. 

Going into the interview 
with the following two tips in 
mind really helped me and, in 
the end, I landed the job! 

Come prepared with ideas 

This is true for job interviews 
in all industries, but extremely 
important for marketing pos¬ 
itions. Researching the com¬ 
pany’s marketing initiatives 
and presenting skills you bring 
to the table that can help them 
with existing strategies — as 
well as having some new ideas 
— can set you apart from other 
candidates. 

For example, from the little 
research I did on the board of 
trade’s website, I discovered 
that they published a business 
trade magazine and used it as 
a strategy to increase brand 


recognition and attract poten¬ 
tial clients. Recognizing this, 
I brainstormed a few ideas for 
stories I thought would interest 
entrepreneurs and presented 
them during the interview. 
I also highlighted my back¬ 
ground in journalism and that 
I could help them with writing 
for future issues. 

Have real-life examples and/ 
or bring a portfolio 

It’s great to have all these grand 
ideas, but it’s even more im¬ 
portant to give an employer the 
impression you can pull them 
off. A large part of my interview 
was spent talking about previ¬ 
ous experiences in marketing, 
telling specific stories or ex¬ 
amples of successes, as well as 
not so successful attempts and 
what I had learned from them. 

If you have a portfolio, bring 
it. Even if you don’t think the 
work showcased in your port¬ 
folio relates to what the em¬ 
ployer is looking for, still show 
it to them. 

One strategy I use when I 
run into this situation is that I 
will show the interviewer my 
portfolio and tell them, “I know 
this job won’t involve a lot of 
writing, but I wanted to show 
you my published work so you 
can see that when I set out to do 
something, I do the best work 
possible.” 

This demonstrates to the 
interviewer that you’ll bring a 
solid level of commitment and 
effort to the position.

Hot on the heels of hav¬ 
ing their mammoth 12-player 
trade with the Miami Marlins 
approved by Major League 
Baseball and finalizing a 
contract with controversial 
free-agent outfielder Melky 
Cabrera, the Blue Jays un¬ 
expectedly named John Gib¬ 
bons as their new manager 
Tuesday. 

Gibbons returns to the To¬ 
ronto dugout after managing 
the Blue Jays from 2004 to 
2008. 

“This came as a big sur¬ 
prise to me,” Gibbons said at 
a Rogers Centre press confer¬ 
ence. “It’s really a thrill and 
an honour to be back. I never 
would have guessed that this 
could happen.” 

Gibbons, who had a 305- 
305 record in his first stint 
with the Blue Jays, says he has 
some unfinished business to 
take care of in a city starved 
for a winner. 

“We did a lot of good things 
while I was here, but nothing 
great,” he said. “I think some¬ 
thing good is going to happen 
here.” 

Gibbons, 50, became man¬ 
ager of the Blue Jays in 2004 
when then-general manager

Below is a look at eight of the most anticipated cars 
coming to a dealership near you, and some reasons why enthusiasts can’t wait to kick the tires.

Mazda 6 


In a bold attempt to find a place in the ultra- 
competitive mid-size sedan market, this latest 
Mazda entry hopes to cut into a segment domin¬ 
ated by heavyweights such as the Toyota Camry, 
as well as recently redesigned models such as 
the Honda Accord, Nissan Altima and Ford Fu¬ 
sion. 

A business split from the Ford Motor Com¬ 
pany in 2010 puts pressure on Mazda to do it 
all by itself, and the initial reviews suggest the 
Mazda6 passes the performance test. It’s also 
considered Mazda’s most important entry since 
the Miata had its facelift in 2008. 


Cadillac ELR 

In an effort to take the “Caddy” nameplate into greener 
pastures, this plug-in hybrid is designed to target a 
wealthier demographic that wants efficiency without 
the claustrophobia of a shrunken hybrid compact. 

The ELR is a stylish and sleek two-door coupe that 
carries the same platform and powertrain as the Chev¬ 
rolet Volt, but provides more cabin space for added 
luxuries and comfort. Expected to debut late in 2013, 
the base price will list around $55,000, or about $13,000 
more than the Volt. 




Jaguar F-Type Roadster 

From the moment rumours met production of the 
long-awaited return of a Jaguar roadster, poten¬ 
tial popularity met reality with 2,000 pre-orders 
already in the books. 

Jaguar expects to sell about 10,000 units back 
in the U.K. and a few thousand more in North 
America as it takes direct aim at the Porsche 
911 and Mercedes-Benz SLK. The base model — 
expected to list at about $75,000 — will use a 
supercharged V6 engine rated at 340 horsepower. 
A higher output V6 and a V8 will also be offered. 


Chevrolet Impala 

Finally, Chevrolet has put some pizzazz into what is 
best known as a police cruiser or a rental-car staple. 
Using a more refined interior and loads of fresh 
technology, the lOth-generation Impala will likely 
leave all its predecessors in the dust. A long way in 
the dust, actually. 

Built on the same platform as the Cadillac XTS 
and the Buiclc LaCrosse, the Impala will offer three 
engine choices — the familiar 3.6-litre V6, a 2.5-litre 
four-cylinder and the 2.4-litre four-cylinder “eAssist” 
powerplant with a special electric motor/alternator 
that applies torque via its drive belt.

Porsche 918 Spyder 

A Porsche sports-car hybrid? Sounds like blasphemy, 
but the new Spyder — at about $850,000 US — is ap¬ 
parently the successor to the mighty Carrera GT. 

This high-tech machine will be powered by a 
V8 engine that Porsche promises will produce at 
least 500 horsepower, helping it reach 60 m.p.h (96 
km/h) in barely three seconds with a top speed of 
320 km/h. All of this while its two electric motors 
can make about 218 horsepower by themselves. The 
Spyder features a combined fuel consumption rating of 
about 78 miles per U.S. gallon when puttering around 
town, and when running on electric only, this next-gen 
Porsche carries a range of 20 kilometres at speeds up to 
150 km/h.

Vehicle quality used to be 
easy to describe. A window 
crank falling off in your 
hand? That was bad quality. 
A window crank not falling 
off? That was good quality. 

Now most cars have few¬ 
er and fewer defects from 
the factory. So how are we 
assessing vehicle quality in 
this modern era? 

Well the fine people at 
J.D. Power and Associates 
— who have been measur¬ 
ing initial vehicles after 90 
days of ownership, every 
year for the last 26 — have 
determined that we’re get¬ 
ting “soft” when it comes to 
assessing quality. 

By “soft” they mean 
that we’re more concerned 
about how well things 
work, rather than whether 
they work or not, because, 
well, they almost always do 
work. 

Dave Sargent is the vice- 
president at J.D. Power and 
Associates and heads up its 
Global Automotive prac¬ 
tice. Last week, he spoke 
at the AutoTallc Canada 
conference in Toronto, and 
expounded about this evo¬ 
lution of quality perception. 

He started his talk by 
noting that quality remains 
of paramount importance 
to consumers and that noth¬ 
ing else drives satisfaction, 
loyalty and image to the 
same degree.

will continue to do so. For 
one thing, we get used to 
great quality, and move on 
to things that tick us off. 

This has meant qual¬ 
ity issues are bleeding into 
areas we normally thought 
of as design. Basically, poor 
design is now seen as poor 
quality and customers con¬ 
sider these design problems 
as being just as severe as 
defects. 

And the area most affect¬ 
ed by poor design and sub¬ 
sequent “soft” problems is 
the interface between driv¬ 
er and vehicle. The infotain¬ 
ment and inter-connected 
wonderland is now the new 
quality battleground. 

According to Sargent, for 
the first time in the 26-year 
history of the study, owners 


report more problems relat¬ 
ed to audio, entertainment 
and navigation system than 
in any other vehicle area. 

Speaking about the 
technological wonders com¬ 
ing in this area, Sargent 
had this to say: “Customers 
are excited. They are also 
confused and fearful. They 
need help.” 

The nature of the prob¬ 
lems here are what’s caus¬ 
ing the confusion and fear. 
Take voice command for ex¬ 
ample, which has become 
the most-often-reported 
problem in the industry. If 
it doesn’t work as you had 
hoped or expected, you 
have to live with it for the 
whole time you own the 
vehicle. 

Your dealer could fix 
your window crank prob¬ 
lem in one short visit. But 
he is often powerless to 
make your voice command 
system work to your satis¬ 
faction. And when this 
happens, it happens to 
every one of the units made, 
not just the ones where a 
line worker forgot to tight¬ 
en the window crank. 

Sargent believes dealer¬ 
ships could better support 
consumers in this area by 
doing a better job of ex¬ 
plaining how these systems 
work during the delivery 
process. But he also noted 
another problem — con¬ 
sumers are becoming in¬ 
creasingly skeptical about 
the dealership’s ability to 
handle today’s complex 
vehicles.

Clean air is always a must, 
especially when it comes to 
cars. Your vehicle contains 
air filters, which should 
be changed periodically 
to maintain your engine’s 
health, as well as your own. 

All engines use air filters, 
which remove dirt and par¬ 
ticles before they can enter 
the combustion chamber. 
Most new cars also contain 


cabin filters, usually located 
in the dash behind the glove 
box, which clean the air in 
your heating and cooling sys¬ 
tem as it circulates. 

“If you’ve left (the filter) 
for two years or more, it 
can become clogged,” says 
Michael Minialoff, manager 


of automotive parts for Can¬ 
adian Tire. “Not only do you 
not get effective heat, but 
your defroster won’t work as 
well as it should, and ventila¬ 
tion will be compromised.” 

The filter handles fresh 
air that comes in through 
exterior vents, as well as that 


which recirculates from the 
cabin through the heating 
and air conditioning ducts. 

“It’s kind of shocking how 
much debris can end up in 
there,” Minialoff says. “The 
air inside your vehicle can be 
up to six times dirtier than 
the air outside, with road 
dust, debris, pet hair, pol¬ 
len, or anything that could 
be floating around. These are 
paper filters and they should 
be changed about once a year 
or every 24,000 kilometres.” 

Your engine also contains 
an air filter, and it’s a very 
important one. Gasoline 
must mix with air before it 
will burn, and for every litre 
of fuel, your engine will use 
10,000 to 12,000 litres of air. 
All of this air is filtered to 
prevent dirt from entering 
and possibly damaging the 


engine. 

Engine filters used to be 
made primarily of paper 
and were often checked by 
holding them up to a light 
— if the light didn’t shine 
through, the filter was 
clogged and needed replace¬ 
ment. Today’s filters contain 
several types of materials. 
“This changes the opacity, so 
holding it up to a light really 
doesn’t tell you anything,” 
Minialoff says. “It should 
be changed following the 
recommended guidelines, 
either in your owner’s manu¬ 
al or on the filter box.” 

Air filters should be 
changed more frequently if 
you regularly drive on dusty 
roads, in stop-and-go traffic, 
travel only short distances 
when your engine doesn’t 
fully warm up, or if you’re
